GREENSBORO (N. C.) Oct. 15.—At 
the North Carolina Peace Congress 
here today William G. Hubbard con- 
tended that war is a relic of the past 
and there is now no need of an army 
or navy except to quell riots. 

Congressman Hobson contended that. 
the army was possibly large enough 
but a greater navy was needed. 

Reminding his hearers that he had 
the privilege of placing in President 
Roosevelt's hands the published report 
of the last meeting of the North Caro- 
lina Peace Society, Capt. Hobson de- 
clared that he was entirely in accord 
with the President when on that occa- 
sion he said that “peace societies 
merely jeopardize the national welfare, 
and are profoundly hostile to American 
nationa! life, if they obstruct the gov- 
ernment in providing ample military 
and naval power to meet conditions in 
the actual world of today.” 

The President, he said, previously 
had elaborated his views in these 
words: 

“I am giad to learn that the North 
Carolina Peace Society has declared 
itself in favor of adequate armament 
as well as effective arbitration. There 
is no inconsistency in advocating both 
of these things at the present time; on 
the contrary, those who have the pub- 
lic welfare at heart fail in the per- 
formance of a part of their duty if 
they neglect to labor for both. FEf- 
fectual arbitration should be desired

WOMAN SLAYER OF HER LOVER 
DECLARED INSANE. 


Phyéicians Give Evidence at Pre- 
liminary Hearing of Mrs. Finn That 
She Was irresponsible at Time 
She Shot Mahaffey—Case May Be 
Dismissed in Court Today. 


Mrs. Margaret Finn, under exami- 
nation for the murder of J. E. Mahaf- 
fey, was taken from the County Jail 
to the Good Samaritan Hospital late 
last night. Dr. H. M. Rooney, in 
charge of her case, sald she would 
be delivered of a child by this morn- 
ing. She was accompanied to the hea- 
pital by Mrs. Shehi, matron of the 
Jali. 

More testimony to the effect that Mrs. 
Margaret Finn was insane when she 
shot J. E. Mahaffey was introduced by 
the defense before Justice Chambers 
yesterday in the Police Court. 

J. KE. Lang, a brother of Mrs. Finn, 
was the first witness at the morning 
session. He told the history of the de- 
fendant’s life prior to the shooting. 
How his mother had suffered from a 
tumor just before his sister's birth, 
and of the nervous character of the 
girl during the first fourteen years of 
her life. He told how she had been 
shocked by the sudden death of her 
first husband, and again by the acci- 
dent which resulted in the death of her 
second husband, after he had suffered 
for many months. 

An exhibit entered by the defense 
was a letter written to Mahaffey by 
Mrs. Finn just before the shooting, in 
which she begged him to marry her 
and save her from disgrace. The letter 
was a long one and in it she repeated 
several times that she would die or go 
insane ff he did not marry her. 

Dr. C. L. Allen, a noted expert on

EE PERIL IN 
AMENDMENT. 


TEACHERS BANDED AGAINST ANY 
CONSTITUTIONAL CHANGE. 


All instructors to Aid in Defeating 
the Measure. 


Many Los Angeles High School 
teachers have joined the campaign 
against the adoption, by the voters of 
the State, of the proposed constitu- 
tional amendment, whereby the per- 
sapnel of the State Board of Education 
will be entirely changed. 

Prof. Rockwell D. Hunt of the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, presi- 
dent of the California High School 
Teachers’ Assdéciation, says that all the 
high school instructors in California 
have been asked to agitate the question 
and help secure the defeat of the pro- 
posed amendment, which, he asserts, 
is unfair and a menace to the interests 
of education. 

“This proposal should be defeated at 
the polls,” sald Prof. Hunt yesterday. 
“It ts tl-considered, palpably unfair 
and really perilous to the best interests 
of the school system of our great 
State, especially to the magnificent 
body of teachers in our secondary 
schools. It may be possible to improve 
upon the present composition of the 
State Board of Education; but it is 
infinitely better to retain the present 
system than to enact this —s 
proposal into fundamental law. 
trust that not only all high school men, 
but all thoughtful — of every class 
will solidly back t association in its 
endeavor to secure the defeat of the 
proposed amendment in question.” 

Opposition to the proposed amend- 
ment began last December. at the as- 
sociation’s convention at Santa Crus. 
At that time the following resolution 
was adopted:

Ex- 
ception was made in the case of certain leases be- 
longing to Japan and. Russia, but it was finderstood 
that even these should revert to China upon their 
expiration. Japan now denies that these leases have 
any time limit whatever. She claims not only that 
they are hers in perpetuity, but she ~efuses to relin- 
quish her grasp upon Southern Manchuria. That is 
to say, she claims proprietorship over a piece of 
Chinese territory nearly twice the size of California, 
and she makes this astonishing demand on the 
ground that Southern Manchuria is hers by right 
of conquest, ignoring the double faci that the main- 
tenance of Chinese integrity was her one excuse for 
going to war, and that she subscribed to a treaty 
requiring the evecuation of Manchuria by herseif 
as well as by Russia. The aggression is peculiarly 
flagrant, seeing that China was not a belligerent 
and cannot, therefore, in fairness, be asked to pay 
the indemnity. Japan has put herself in the posi- 


tion of fighting for Chinese integrity and then de-* 


manding the surrender of that integrity as her re- 


ward. 
We need have no doubt as to the view that will 


be taken by the United States when the Chinese | 


grievance is officially stated by the coming envoy. 
If there is an undeviating principle in the foreign 
policy of this country it is directed to the mainte- 
nance of Chinese integrity, especially so far as 
Manchuria is concerned, and to the “open door” for 
the trade of the world. Not only is the treaty of 
Portsmouth definite upon this point, but American 
Consular Agents in Manchuria have been instructed 
from Washington to recognize the sovereignty of 
China and no other. It is to be said to the credit 
of Russia that she has abided loyally by the letter 
and spirit of the agreement. Not only has she 
acquiesced in the Chinese government of Man.- 
churia, but in order to remove a possible source of

H* JUSTIFIED ITS BEING. 
The American Mining Congress, a nationa! 
organization of mining men, has justified its being 
if for no other reason than for the nature of the 
fight it is waging in Washington in the cause of 
humanity. In ar article which appeared in these 
columns day before yesterday, the secretary of the 
organization gave some figures which are stagger- 
ing by comparison, and which furnish a reason for 
the enthusiastic support of every mining man, and, 
more than that, every other man who is interested 
mm the broad cause of humanity. 

When it is shown by actual! figures that coal mine 
disasters in the United States are productive of 


three times the loss of life that prevails in Euro- | 
pean coal-mining centers, there is no doubt that | 


something is radically wrong with the system 
under which our fuel supply is obtained. In alli 
other branches of the mining industry the United 
States is well able to maintain its own, and the rea- 
son for the heavy mortality must, therefore, be 
looked for in other directions than lack of inteili- 
gence. It will, without much doubt, be found in the 
craze for big profits and the shameless undervalua- 


have only to remember that a_ half-century ago it 
cost twenty times that amount to send a letter from 
ene State to another. We are, of course, still some 
way from universal “penny postage,” but those who 
advocate this final triumph of postal administration 
will be encouraged to press forward in their good 
work. 

It is a narrowness of vision and of imagination 
that has stood, and still stands, in the way of low 
postal rates, rather than a sound consideration of 
figures. Until October 1, it cost 5 cents to send a 
letter from London to New York, so long as New 
York was td be its final destination. But a letter 
bearing a 2-cent stamp could pass through New 
York and on to Vancouver, in British Columbia, an 
additiona! distance of over 3000 miles, without a 
surcharge. It is hard to reconcile such an incon- 
sistency with the cold logic of figures, and that it 
has been removed is no more than a tribute to a 
somewhat tardy common sense. 

The Universal Postal Union is a ponderous body, 
and it moyes with ponderous deliberation. Some 
time ago New Zealand grew tired of waiting and 
made individual propositions upon her own account 
for a 2-cent rate to most of the countries of the 
world. Over one hundred postal administrations 
came into line at once, and as a result New Zealand 
has become the pioneer of postal reform, a position 
in which she feels herself justified by the fact that 
her foreign mail increased by 73 per cent. within 
the first three years. 

American trade ought to profit immensely by 
2-cent postage with England. It will now be possi- 
ble for our manufacturers to circularize consumers 
in Great Britain with much greater freedom than 
before, and expanded relations must necessarily fol- 
low to the advantage of both countries. The senti- 
menta! considerations need hardly be touched upon; 
they are too obvious. But sentimental considerations 
have their value, and a high one.
